Ensuring 
effective coordination and collaboration among stakeholders, as well as integrating 
climate considerations into food and agriculture policies and practices, may pose 
implementation hurdles, potentially delaying progress. 


Monitoring and Accountability: While the roadmap provides a framework for action, 
there may be challenges in monitoring progress and ensuring accountability for the 
implementation of actions. Establishing robust monitoring mechanisms and 
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accountability frameworks will be essential for tracking progress, identifying gaps, and 


holding stakeholders accountable for their commitments. 


In conclusion, while Resolution point 34 at the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 
highlights positive efforts to address hunger and malnutrition in the context of climate 


change, it also underscores challenges related to implementation, complexity of 


domains, and monitoring and accountability. Addressing these challenges will be 


crucial for effectively advancing efforts to eliminate hunger and malnutrition while 


mitigating climate change impacts. 
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
